Editor, Wetaskiwin Times: 

Dear Sir—With your indulgence, 1 
offer brief comment upon the state- 
ments which appear over the signa- 
ture of Wm. Irvine, in his letter ap- 
pearing in the current issue of your 
paper, 

Mr. Irvine states that the two-party 

system failed to function. The fact 

is, tiowever, that failure was due to an 
attempt to govern by the authority of 

a parliament that contained at least 

four distinct parties—Conservative, 

Liberal, Progressive and Labor, 

The recent abortive session of the 
Canadian parliament was but one of 
many failures to govern under the 
authority of multi-party control, 

There is a very good reason for 
such a failure in a democracy. 

To be truly democratic a goyern- 
ment must be clothed with that auth- 
ority that can only come from a ma- 
jority of the citizens whose affairs it 
is to administer, 

It is quite apparent, and must. be 
obvious to all, that when a nation di- 
vides itself into many political sub- 
divisions it becomes very difficult if 
not impossible to achieve a ‘co-opera- 
ting majority; ‘and therefore it be- 
comes equally difficult or impossible 
to secure stable and democratic gov: 
ernment, 

Mr. Irvine’s postulations entirely ig- 
nore the fact that the two major par: 
ties in Canada are made up from all 
ranks, all classes and all occupations 
of our people. These do co-operate 

in electing those with whose policies 
they are most in agreement. It seems 
absurd that we should form multi- 
farious class-groups among ouselves 
when dealing with matters that are 
the concern of all equally. It is an 
invitation to selfishly stress class- 
interests; to view narrowly our broad- 
est concerns, 

“The party. system,’ says Mr, Tr 
vine, “is in the hands of one class 
and one class is not capable, nor has 
it the right to have power,” 

This is a strange statement coming 

from Mr. Irvine, The only party 

that is in the hands cf one class is 
the farmer's party. That class at 
the present moment has, provincially, 
the sole power in this province, Mr. 

Irvine helped thom acquire ‘hat power 

when he acted as provincial organ- 

izer in the recent provincial elcction. 

Mr. Irvine in his letter condemns 

his own action in that election by the 

statement which he now makes. 

Mr. Irvine also states that the party 

system (meaning the two-party sys- 

tem, I presume) has become corrupt. 

This is true; but, it,is not a new devel- 

opment, In every ‘age corruption has 

been more or less prevalent in all 

parties; in all generations. The U. 

F.0. to which Mr. Irvine was once at- 

tached, suffered from the same weak- 

ness. Only recently a highly placed 

official in that government was re- 

leased from jail, where he was sent 

in consequence of serious malfaesance 
in office. 

Mr, Irvine also gtates that the 

party system is undemocratic. This 

is not true. Any party may function 
democratically so long as it is back- 
ed by the authority of a majority of 
ifs citizenry, Eyen as the ULFA, 
democratically controls Alberta, by 
virtue of the mandate which the ma- 
jority gave to it. It was the lack of 
such majority that constituted the 

weakness of the late Dominton goyern- 

ment, That weakness was the prim- 
ary cause of its abortiveness, 

H Surely it is wrong to ask us to re- 
i peat our mistake by electing another

This policy of “Stable Government” 
has been drafted for this particular 
election, when parliament wag in ses- 
sion. There was no special effort on 
the part of either Grits or Tories for! 
Stable Government of the kind which 
the common people desire. When 
Mr. Mackenzie King wags in office, Mr. 
Meighen and his party spent all their 
time in trying to bring about instab- 
ility, and when Mr. Meighen came to 
office, then Mr, King and hig party 
devoted themselves entirely to induce 
more instability. 

While both parties thus endeavored | 
fo bring about instability in the last 
parliament the only stabilizing ele- 
ment was the U.F.A., that group was 
so stable, that Mr, Meighen upbraided 
it for not ousting the Liberals sooner 
and in turn Mr. King made many ap- 
peals to it to turn out Mr, Meighen.

Following a recent tour of wo-t- 
rern Canada, W. L. Smith, fore 
editor of the “Farmer’s Sun’, writs 
that he will be surprised if tis 
‘aggregate wheat crop of the P:2: 
Provinces falls below 400,009 
bushels, “It will not be surprisin: 
if the 600,000,000 mark is neu. .y 
reached,” states Mr. Smith. 


Eleven hundred farms wil! be 
needed next year to accommodate 
the British settlers who- will be 
brought to western Canada, ac- 
cording to Major E. J. Ashton, 
commissioner of the Soldiers’ Sctt- 
lers Board. So far this year 1,450 
families were placed on farms in 
the prairie provinces by this or- 
ganization. 


Hogs tothe value of $400,000 were 
shipped from the Prince Albert dis- 
trict in 1925. This sum was far in 
advance of that received the previ- 
ous year and the increase was due 
to a considerable extent to the activi- 
ties of the agricultural society boost- 
ing hog production, This year the 
hog raisers’ slogan is one million 
dollars worth of hogs, and from 
present indications this mark is more 
than likely to be attained. 


Arrangements for the export of 


| large quantities of British Columbia 
1 seed potatoes to California are be- 


ing made by a potato grower of that 
state. The British Columbia pota- 
toes are desired in California for 
seed purposes because they intro- 
duce new strength into the south- 
ern strain. Experiments were 
made with Canadian grown seed 
last year in California and growers 
were well satisfied with the results. 


A flock of 46 ,bheep, comprising 
85 ewes and 11 rams, has been pur- 
chased by an official of the Domin- 
jon Government under instruction 
from the Soviet Government for dis- 
patch to Vladivostok, as soon as 
arrangements can be made for their 
shipment. Last year quite a num- 
ber of prize-winning cattle were 
shipped from British Columbia to 
Russia and this new order indicates 
that previous shipments have been 
satisfactory. ‘ 

Many valuable shipments of furs 
from the eat trapping areas of 
the Hudson|Bay Company are ar- 
riving through the Dominion Ex- 
press at Mbntreal. These unim- 
posing bales, piled high on the 
trucks often represent a total value 
of $200,000. After being collected 
at the various Hudson Bay posts 
along Hudson Bay and James Bay 
the furs are brought down by canoe 
in summer ,and dog team in winter 
to the northern terminus of the 
T, and O. Railway. 


Remarkable expansion of passen- 
ger traffic into and out of Mont- 
real has been reported during July 
and August by the passenger de- 
partment of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway. The “Réd Wing” and the 
“Alouette” on the Boston run and 
the “Rideau” and “York” to To- 
ronto, four new trains de-luxe 
placed on these routes early in the 
year have been running with capa- 
city loads. Eastward to Quebee 
there js heavy traffic for the An- 
cient Capital, while trains running 
north into the Laurentians, it is 
stated, have never been so filled as 
is the case this summer.

On September 14th, the electors o. 
the Wetaskiwin Federal Constituency 
will have the opportunity of selecting 
a member to represent them in the 
next Parliament of Canada, and they 
will have to decide between Mr. Rus- 
sell, the Conservative candidate; Mr. 
Irvine, the U.F.A. candidate, and Mr. 
Tobin, our former member and Lib- 
eral candidate, 

Mr. Russell has been a resident of 
Wetaskiwin for a number of years 
and is well and favorably known. He 
has had no parliamentary experience 
and although a man of more than or- 
dinary ability, he represents a party 
advocating policies and _ principles 
that are not in the interests of this 
western country. 

Mr. Irvine is a stranger amongst us. 
His home is in the city of Calgary. 
He has had some experience in pub- 
lic life, having represented East Cal- 
gary in the house of commons at Ot- 
tawa as a Labor representative from 
1921 to 1925, but was defeated at 
the general election one year ago. 
Hig ability to represent a constitu- 
ency such as Wetaskiwin, his public 
record, and his views on matters of 
public importance are questions of 
vital interest to the electors of this 
district and are proper subjects for 
discussion. He is a clergyman by 
profession and a politician by choice. 
He is nota farmer and probably nev- 
er plowed a furrow in his life, and 
why he :was chosen as a candidate in 
preference to a level-headed, practi- 
cal farmer, is beyond comprehension, 
and entirely at variance with the 
avowed policy of the U.I.A. in this 
regard, His views on public ques- 
tions as expressed in his speeches in 
the house of commons and elsewhere 
are socialistic in the extreme, border- 
ing almost on communism, and no 
doubt accounts for the fact that the 
Labor party in ‘Hast Calgary, his old 
constituency, would not accept him 
as their candidate this year. 

His speeches during the 1925. ses- 
sion, as reported in Hansard, which is 
the official record of all speeches 
made in the house, could they be 
read and studied b ythe voters of this 
constituency, would result in his poll- 
ing a vote so small that he would in 
all probability lose his deposit. 

For instance, he favors high pro- 
tection. On Page 1976 of Hansard, he 
said: “I believe it might be possible 
to raise tariffs to such an extent that 
{t would be prohibitive to bring goods 
into Canada. ' that case we would 
protect the Canadian market and in 
so doing would pass the benefits on 
to the workers of Canada.” 

In 1925, he advocated one tax only, 
the single tax, a tax on land. He is 
quoted on page 1978 as follows: 

“T suggest that then they (the goy- 
ernment) do their taxing they do not 
go to the sales ax, or to the tariff, 
or even to the income tax, but that 
they try out the single tax.” What 
will the farmers, to whom Mr, Irvine 
is appealing to for support, think of 
this taxation scheme of his, where 
the land shoulders all the burden? 

After the Winnipeg strike, when 
strikes were breaking out in Edmon- 
ton and other places, a commission 
was appointed to investigate condi-

It is essentlal that special care and 
attention be given dairy animals far 
in advance of the time that they are 
to be exhibited or sold. Exhibiting 
or selling animals publicly in thelr 
every day clothes is poor advertising 
and puts them at a disadvantage 
when the competition Is keen, It 
takes several weeks to put a dairy 
animal in good show condition and 
what applies to fitting for show ap- 
plies as well to fitting for sale. 

It is important that the dairy ant- 
mal to be exhibited or sold be in 
good flesh, <A good covering of flesh 
adds to size, increases smoothness 
and indicates that the animal is 
thrifty and in good health, Dairy 
animals being fitted need extra feed. 

Stabling and blanketing are great 
aids in putting the hair and hide in 
condition, »By stabling in summer, 
the animal {s protected from the hot 
sun which makes the hide harsh and 
stiff to the touch, A roomy box stall 
that is kept clean and well bedded

Putting on the finishing touches 


provides desirable quarters, Contin=— 
uous blanketing helps keep the anl- 
mal clean, sweats the hide, thus im- 
proving its handling qualities and 
makes the hair lay to the body. The 
blanket need not be expensive but 
it must be tied on securely. 

Every dairy animal that {s to be 
exhibited should have the hair 
clipped from the entire body about 
three weeks previous to the date of 
the show or sale. This will get rid 
of the old hair and allow a new, 
even growth to develop which will 
greatly improve the appearance and 
Increase the selling value of the 
animal. 

A point often overlooked in the 
preparation of a dairy animal for 
show or sale is that of training to 
lead and stand properly, An = un- 
trained animal cannot display its 
good points to advantage If 1t com- 
bats the efforts of the attendant to 
exhibit It properly, <A little time 
spent cach day in training to handlo 
properly will save effort and em- 
barrassment at the show or sale and 
increase the financial return. 

While in the show or sale ring, the 
man {in charge of an animal should 
have one main thought In mind, 
namely that of showing the animal 
to advantuge. By this Is meant that 
when it stands, Its feet are properly 
placed, back straight and head alert, 
Any movement on the part of the at- 
tendant or animal should be as 
graceful as possible, Until the rib- 
bons are placed or the auctloncer's 
hammer falls, take no chances,
